Adjacent Land Update 


July saw the sudden announcement by the Council giving barely two weeks’ notice to hold 
a Planning Meeting on the 14th July to determine the builder application to develop the 
adjoining land. Our strong objections from the sangat, support from politicians and a 
strong Planning Team input resulted in the Council withdrawing the hearing at around 
midday on the day. We also had the opportunity to meet the CEO of LocatED on the day, 
who was requested by the then Minister of Education Rt Hon Nadhim Zahawi, following a 
meeting with him in June. 


Whilst every effort remains in momentum to secure part of the adjoining site for Gurdwara 
use, we continue our efforts to secure a good outcome of the ongoing negotiations 
between members from our Contingency Team and the landlord. 


Services to the Sangat 


We continue to reopen our pre-C19 services to the sangat, and refresher training sessions 
have commenced. Any member of the sangat keen on getting involved and contribute, 
please contact us. Workshops revived include Police (IAG, Safeguarding and Crime 
reporting) whilst preparations to reactivate large number of Wellbeing Services in 
September are in progress.

As Ahmad Shah Abdali was returning home after his historic victory over the Marathas 
in the Third Battle of Panipat in 1761, the Sikhs had harassed him all the way from the 
Sutlej right up to the Indus. In Central Panjab, they ravaged the country all around, 
annihilated the Afghan forces, drove away the faujdar of Jalandhar, plundered Sirhind 
and Malerkotla, defeated a large army sent by Ahmad Shah from Afghanistan to punish 
them. They even captured Lahore in 1761. 


At a meeting of the Sarbat Khalsa in October 1761 the Sikhs resolved to punish the 
agents, informers and collaborators of the Afghans in Panjab. Starting with Aqil Das 
Niranjania of Jandiala. Agil Das sent post haste messengers requesting Abdali to come 
to his help against the Sikhs. Ahmad Shah was already on the way with a large army. 
The Sikhs besieged Jandiala but knowing about Shah's arrival, decided to leave their 
families and non-combatant Sikhs at a safe place in the Malwa before confronting the 
invader. 


Ahmad Shah, determined to teach a lesson to 
the Sikhs, sent messages to Zain Khan, faujdar 
of Sirhind and Bhikhan Khan, chief of 
Malerkotla directing them immediately to 
check the Sikhs’ advance, while he himself 
took a light cavalry force and set out at once. 
Covering a distance of 200 km including 2 
river crossings in less than 48 hours caught up 
with the Sikhs who had encamped at Kup 
Rahira,12 km to the north of Malerkotla at " — 

dawn on 5" February 1762. The Sikhs were taken by surprise. The attacks by Zain Khan 
and Bhikhan Khan were easily repulsed but the main body of Ahmad Shah, much larger 
and better equipped soon overtook them. Having to protect the slow moving vah/ir 
including women, children, older men and other non-combatants, the Sikhs could not 
resort to their guerilla tactics and a stationary battle against such superior numbers was 
inadvisable. 


On 5" February 1762, Zain Khan attacked with 20 thousand men and artillery and 
Ahmad Shah Abdali joined him with 30 thousand horsemen. S Jassa Singh and S 
Charhat Singh ordered to encircle their womenfolk and keep proceeding towards 
Barnala. Their main concern was the safety of their womenfolk and to fight the enemy 
to inflict maximum losses on their end. During this procession the Sikhs suffered heavy 
casualties. Around 25 to 30 thousand Sikh fighters lost their lives. SJassa Singh 
Ahluwalia got inflicted with 22 wounds and S Charhat Singh got 19 injuries. Even 
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Damdama Sahib wali Bir could not be saved but Sikhs never lost their morale despite 
such a massacre in which they lost nearly 70 percent of the fighting force. They 
reorganised themselves and in July 1762 were once again able to besiege Lahore. 
Thus “Fighting while moving and moving while fighting they kept the va//r marching, 
covering it as a hen covers its chickens under its wings”, in the words of an eye witness’ 
son. On several occasions the Shah's troops broke the cordon and butchered the 
helpless non-combatants but every time the Sikh warriors pushed the attackers back. 
By early afternoon they reached a large pond of water. Since everyone was thirsty and 
tired the fighting naturally stopped. They all rushed for the water to quench their thirst 
and to rest their tired limbs. 


The battle was not resumed. Ahmad Shah 
Abdali thought it prudent not to chase the 
Khalsa in the little known semi desert with 
an army that had had no rest during the past 
2 days. The Sikhs marched off towards 
Barnala. Estimated loss of life could be 
between 20 to 50 thousand. In the evening 
a Nihang Sikh is said to _ have 
proclaimed, “The fake has been shed and 
true Khalsa remains intact". 


Within 3 months, the Sikhs attacked Zain 
Khan of Sirhind who bought peace by 
paying them Rupees 50 thousand in May 
and they were ravaging around Lahore 
during July. Abdali was still in Panjab 
watching helplessly the devastation of 
Jalandhar at their hands.

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Character and Personality Formation [*4'™9'J] Part! Bal Bir Kaur Rehal 


How does Gurbani guide us in the development of character and personality? In our 
minds thoughts first take place, then the thoughts may change into actions or activity. 
When thought and activity are repeated time and again they become habit and slowly 
in time the habit becomes so powerful that by itself it changes into the mentality and 
the nature of the person. Despite having knowledge of bad habits and their 
consequences, the body and mind lose control and become slaves of the habit, like for 
example an alcoholic or an addict habituated into intoxicants. 


This is often not the end, as a habit repeated over a long time, tends to penetrate the 
subconscious mind. When this happens, the habit affects the body, mind and the nature 
of the person so deeply that the victim slowly becomes an image of the habit.

For example, an addict in the beginning starts to take drugs now and then, but in time 
he or she becomes addicted and is unable to stop the habit. The drugs start to saturate 
into the body so deeply that now the addict's thinking, talk, look, action, expression, 
gestures, behaviour, dealings and thoughts are those of an addict. The reputation of 
the unconscious mind of that person becomes his character (Achaa/). 


From the above concepts it is revealed that character is the long term result of the 
practice of our thoughts, behaviour and habits. Our being a bad or good person 
depends on our past karam, present behaviour and the company of people we keep or 
meet (sangat). These affect our thoughts, habits and dealings, which in turn mould our 
character and hence personality. Like when different seeds are grown we get a variety 
of plants and trees; their trunks, branches, leaves, flowers, fruits and their taste and 
smell are entirely dependent upon their inner characteristics or their DNA. In the same 
way our character can be moulded according to the following causes: 


a) Our previous births’ essence (karam) 
b) The company we keep or attend (sangat) in this life 
c) The influence of the outside World on our being 


Our character Is essentially a result of the experience of the above causes. Personality 
is the essence of the cumulative effects of our thoughts and reactions from the past 
lives and in the present life. 


The effects of our past lives are not in our control but we can change and give the right 
direction to our present life, because Waheguru has given humans the freedom to make 
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their own karams. 


As an illustrative example, If we add different substances to pure water, it will keep 
changing accordingly step by step its colour, taste and composition until it becomes a 
compound solution. The pure water will be changing in steps to different characteristics 
with each addition. By analogy the solution of our past karamas changes little by little 
with the thoughts and habits of our present life. Our mind, thoughts and karamas are 
responsible for this change. We are continuously making our habits, character, 
personality and fate ourselves and changing the solution bit by bit ourselves. We need 
to be mindful that that the present cumulative essence of our mindset and personality 
is based upon the following: The essence of many past lives karmas, this life's thoughts 
and the present karam. 


In other ways we can say that the formation of character or personality is the result of 
many past cumulative essences of our karmas and habits. This is why it takes regular 
daily and mindful practice of good karma and search into the mind for bad habitual 
behaviour for a long time in order to change our character. Our body and the mind are 
affected by the outside world, because we earn our karmas based on the company we 
keep, human and material. Our good or bad habits are the on-going practice of these 
karmas. This practice slowly in time effects our sub-consciousness and become habit 
or character. 


In this whole activity the company (sangat) plays the most significant part. In Sri Guru 
Granth Sahib, Ang 1369 Guru ji says: 


A AA Halfs fxs ASA SS wz II 


According to the company one keeps, so are the fruits one eats. 


If we stay in the company of low thinking people with character full of vices, then it is 
for certain that we will develop a bad character. On the other hand, the company of 
wise and virtuous people (sangat) will help us to develop good habits in our karamas. 
With wisdom we will then develop a noble character and personality. 


Here we must remember that there are various types of company or sangat that we can 
keep; that influences our character eg. 

1. HMA AAS: — Personal, individual choice of company 

2. fast Has: Written material, books, magazines, etc. 

3. saa Has: Inflamatory instigating company - cinema, dance, cuisine, music, etc. 
4, fussbut aret et Has: + Past memories, especially negative, in this life. 


In next part we will explore how the company types affect our character and personality. 
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Mata Mansa Devi Paramjit Kaur Virdee 


There is very little written about Mata Mansa Devi, the wife of the third Sikh Guru, Guru 
Amar Das Ji. Mansa Devi was born in village Sankhaira, twenty miles south of Siyalkot. 
Her Father's name was Bhai Devi Chand Behl. It is claimed that Mata Mansa Devi was 
married to Guru Amar Das Ji in the year 1502, Guru Amar Das Ji was 23 years of age at 
the time of marriage. One can therefore guess Mansa Devi's age to be around 18 years 
at the time of marriage. 


Blessing of Four Siblings 

For fifteen years after their marriage, they did not have a child. One can imagine the 
mental agony of such a lady who was looked down upon by society. The elderly ladies 
would talk about all sorts of things to the extent of suggesting a remarriage of Amar 
Das Ji. But Mansa Devi was confident of her husband's affection, patience, and 
contentment. Her faith in Waheguru led her to believe, “Whatever Waheguru does, 
He does for the best”. At last, she received the reward of her devotion and patience, 
she was blessed with two sons, Mohan and Mohri, and two daughters, Dhani 
(Nidhani) and Bhani. 


Mother is the first teacher of a child. The children develop the way the mother brings 
them up. The wisdom of a mother is reflected in the behaviour of her children and if 
this is the criterion, one can easily guess the abilities of Mansa Devi. Dhani (Nidhani) 
was an idol of intelligence, wisdom, and many good qualities. On instructions of his 
father Guru Amar Das Ji, Baba Mohan kept collecting ‘Sainchiyan’ of Gurbani 
throughout his life. Later Guru Amar Das Ji, while preparing ‘Aad/ Beed’ collected these 
‘Sainchiyan’ from him in ‘Goindwal’. Baba Mohri was a very obedient son. He did not 
protest when his father gave the Holy seat (Guru Gaddi) to Guru Ram Das Ji, rather, as 
per the witness of Baba Sunder in Sada, he bowed his head before Guru Ram Das Ji. 
Bibi Bhani was an idol of devotion and patience. It is evident that Mansa Devi was very 
well contented and happy with her children. She left a deep impression on the character 
and nature of her children. She was a magnanimous lady who would never create a fuss 
or show resentment. 


Working with Guru Sahib 

Guru Amar Das Ji started social work along with his business. At the age of 40, he 
built a well to avoid a shortage of water. Then he started visiting Haridwar every year. 
Whenever in the village, he would start social service with two laborers and the youth. 
In his absence, Mansa Devi carried on this work with the assistance of young girls and 
elderly ladies. Guru Amar Das Ji was very pleased when he came to know that Mansa 
Devi had motivated the women of the village to work for social welfare. 
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Every year the Guru used to be in Haridwar for many months and Mansa Devi fulfilled 
all responsibilities of the house without any complaint. This itself speaks of her 
magnanimity. At the age of 57, Guru Ji came to serve Guru Angad Dev Ji at ‘Khadur 
Sahib’. He took the responsibility of bringing fresh water from the river for the bath of 
Guru Angad Dev Ji. Many times, he did not go to Basarke for a full year, but Mansa Devi 
stayed there without any complaint. Mata Mansa Devi never questioned him as to why 
he stayed in Khadur Sahib, in the service of his brother-in-law. She instead concentrated 
on reading and listening ‘Gurbani’ and made it the purpose of her life. 


On instructions from Guru Angad Dev Ji, he left Khadur and took charge of the city of 
Goindwal Nagar at the banks of river Beas and called his family there. Goindwal was 
not a well-inhabited place at that time as people used to think of it as being occupied 
by evil spirits. Secondly, there always was the fear of invasion from thieves and dacoits. 


Reform of Sikh Women’s Status in Society 


With the blessings of Guru Angad Dev Ji and faith in his devotion to God, Guru Amar 
Das Ji first constructed a house and brought his family there. The people of Basarke, 
were already attached to the ‘Guru Ghar’ due to the presence of Baba Amar Das Ji and 
Mansa Devi. Many of them shifted to Goindwal along with their families. When ‘Kar 
Seva’ started, the construction of ‘Baoli Sahib’ (well) : 
began, and Jetha Ji (Guru Ram Das Ji) also migrated 
to Goindwal. Jetha Ji used to partake in ‘Kar Seva’ the 
whole day and sell parched grams in the evening to 
earn something honestly. Ladies also used to 
participate in ‘Kar Seva’ under the guidance of Mata 
Mansa Devi. As per the traditions of Guru Ghar, langar 
was prepared under the guidance of Mansa Devi and 
many men and women used to take pride in working for it. ‘Satnam Waheguru’ was 
pronounced till food was distributed to all the people sitting in the queues for langar. 


One day, Mata Mansa Devi told her Guru husband that men and women are all taking 
equal part in social work, but the efficiency of women is reduced as they have to be 
veiled. This develops an inferiority complex in them. Guru Amar Das Ji already 
considered it a wrong practice. He immediately declared that no women will come to 
his court in veils. The impact of this order was that ladies first began to come unveiled 
in the court of the Guru and then gradually this practice ended in the Sikh Community. 
The first to oppose this practice of veiling was therefore Mata Mansa Devi. 


Role in the Amelioration of Women 


The suggestions, consultations, and cooperation of Mata Mansa Devi have great 
importance in the reforms that Guru Amar Das Ji made for the amelioration of women. 
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Two significant social reforms were started at this time. The first was to resist the 
practice of ‘Sat/’ Guru Amar Das Ji opposed the practice of women being burnt alive 
on the pyre of their dead husbands, he even denounced it in his Bans. 


Secondly, with the efforts of Mata Mansa Devi, widow remarriage was also started. 
Being a woman herself, Mansa Devi could easily feel the distress under which a widow 
lived. She was determined to remedy their disappointment and degradation. She 
discussed with Guru Amar Das Ji, the painful lives of the widows. The Guru then started 
the custom of the remarriage of the widows to infuse bloom and gaiety in their lives. It 
was a great social reform brought about by Guru Amar Das Ji. For the first-time women 
were appointed missionaries for the propagation of Sikhi teachings. It is said that the 
Guru provided these ladies with Manjis (a traditional cot one can sit on). With the 
understanding and co-operation of Mata Mansa Devi, Guru Amar Das Ji directed his 
attention to the prevalent custom of infanticide, the killing of the female child 
immediately after its birth. He suggested a social boycott of such people. It is therefore 
evident that several reforms for the upliftment of women were taken up at the time 
when Mata Mansa Devi lived in Goindwal. 


Marriage of Bibi Bhani 


Many Sakhi writers have written about Mata Mansa Devi talking to her husband about 
the matrimonial engagement of her daughter Bibi Bhani. She told her husband that 
Bhani was grown up and a suitable match had to 
be found for her. The Guru immediately asked 
what kind of a groom she was looking for. Jetha 
Ji happened to be passing by and Mata Mansa 
Devi pointing towards him said, “just like him". 
The Guru promptly replied that he was the only 
one like him. At that very moment, the Guru 
called Jetha Ji and proposed the matrimonial 
alliance. It is clear from this Sakhi that Mata 
Mansa Devi was very conscious about the 
marriages and the future of her children. 


The house in Goindwal, where Guru Amar Das Ji and Mata Mansa Devi lived with their 
family has been kept intact. That itself shows that her lifestyle was simple, and she had 
complete charge of her family. The room in which Bibi Bhani lived after marriage, and 
where Guru Arjan Dev Ji was born is also there in the same house. 


At last in 1569 she went to her heavenly abode from Goindwal. Five years later in 1574, 
Guru Amar Das Ji also merged with the Divine Soul.
